In 1940, Mrs. Daisy Alexander, the only surviving child 
of Isaac Singer, the American sewing machine manufac- 
turer, died at the age of eighty from bomb shock. She left 
an estate inherited from her father of twelve millions. 
Solicitor Berry Cohen, who devoted a good deal of his time 
in drawing up wills for Mrs. Alexander, said she changed 
her mind often. “In fact,” he said, “I made wills one after 
another, and while I knew her general wishes, she always 
directed me to leave blanks in which she could write the 
names of beneficiaries.” Mrs. Alexander stated as her rea- 
son for having the wills drawn in this manner was that she 
did not want persons to know they might be benefited. 
Due to this rather, it appears, selfish disposition, a clair- 
voyant has joined detectives, lawyers, and scientists who 
are looking for the half-dozen last wills of Mrs. Alexander 
which they feel are secreted perhaps in the stately Gros- 
venor Square Mansion, which is honeycombed with cham- 
bers and unsuspected cavities behind thick masonry.

“During the war we had to learn to 
commit our way unto Him....I asked 
for a military pass, and to start the 
services. The next day the man said, ‘I 
have good news for you.... My brother 
has been made an Official... .’ But he 
said, ‘I can’t get the other permission 
to have the services.’ We are the only 
ones with the full-gospel message. 

“In three days, thirty thousand 
women and children were slain in our 
city, mown down by machine guns as 
you would mow the grass. I have seen 
them take some of my Chinese and tie 
them to trees and use them for bayo- 
net practice. ‘I am the Lord, the God 
of all flesh.’ 

“Regardless of nationality or creed, 
my God still works on. The man with 
tuberculosis said, ‘But the God that 
dwelleth in heaven’ (he was a wor- 
shiper of Confucius), ‘if this be the 
true way, open my eyes; and if not, 
let me not be deceived.’ In ten min- 
utes’ time something took place. When 
we have that panting condition in our 
innermost, God is there to hear our 
prayer. Inside of ten minutes that 
man was healed, saved, sanctified, 
and received the Baptism accord- 
ing to Acts 2:4. He went back and had 
another X-ray made. One lung had 
been eaten away; the second X-ray— 
he had two brand new lungs. ... 

“We are unwilling to enter that 
inner circle with Him—oh, that we 
could enter into His presence tonight, 
we could see many things accom- 
plished. . . .There is a man who travels 
throughout the different parts of 
China. He has set up ten or twelve 
churches, self-supporting. I asked, ‘To 
what do you attribute your success?’ 
He said, “That I spend time, hours, be- 
fore God in prayer.” He is a prayer 
hearing and answering God. ... 
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“Another dear brother, saved during 


the war, was an atheist. When he 
entered high school, he said the one 
who taught him the Bible in grammar 
school now taught him Darwin’s 
theory of evolution, taking the Bible 
and contradicting every scripture. He 
was an atheist. When he saw the 
ruins of the war, knowing that the 
enemy was fast and surely taking over 
China, he said now he had become a 
man without a nation. ‘What is there 
in life?’ He said he would commit 
suicide. . . . He happened to pass by 
the church on his way to the river. He 
went in and sat towards the back in 
the church and looked up at the 
platform, very interested; he did not 
make a move. The next night, with- 
out pleading, he went to the altar; he 
was gloriously saved. He said, ‘You 
had an expression on your face that 
I knew only God could give.’ He had 
been married seventeen years, but his 
wife served him, never sat at the 
table with him. She, too, is glorious- 
ly saved. 

“China is looking to America, not 
for financial help. The Generalissimo 
said, ‘We don’t want more planes, 
etc. Tell America to send us more 
missionaries.’ The emperor of Japan 
has told the people that he is not the 
God. If you will visit the imperial 
palace of Japan, you will find him 
reading the Word of God. ... 

“You will find people dying of mal- 
nutrition. It is nothing unusual to find 
two or three hundred dead every 
morning and see them taken and oil 
poured over them and then be burned. 
They die of starvation, and of spiritual 
starvation.

Some Gifts... 
That God Did Not Put in the Churc 


i” @ By John (Weed 


Text: “Beloved, believe not every spirit; but 
try the spirits whether they be of God,” 
—1 John 4:1. 


Yes, there are gifts in the church 
that God did not put there. We are 
familiar with gifts that God did put 
in the church for its edification and 
for its growth, but there are gifts in 
the church that are put there by the 
archenemy of God, Satan, and when 
they are in operation the church is 
always hindered. 

The first gift I should like to intro- 
duce is the gift of gab, almost always 
mistaken for the gift of prophecy. I 
have seen this gift in operation when 
a testimony service was in progress. 
This is the most opportune time for 
its use. The testimony is usually a 
sermon in which the gifted one ex- 
pends his “preacher’s itch” and 
causes untold misery among his lis- 
teners. He says nothing to edify, but 
raves on until the congregation is a 
twiching, squirming mass of tortured 
humanity. The speaker is blissfully un- 
aware of the utter anguish he is caus- 
ing, but fondly believes he is “getting 
them told.” Not only in testimony 
services is this gift prevalent, but it is 
used quite freely by some pastors in 
the devotional part of the service. I 
have heard not less than one fifteen- 
minute sermon for every song, a half- 
hour discourse on giving, when the of- 
fering is taken, and another fifteen 
minutes introducing the speaker. This 
technique is very effective in wearing 
out audiences and wrecking the nerves 
of evangelists. 

A talkative boarder once asked, 
“Why do people use the expression 
‘smart as a steel trap’?” 

“Because,” answered an elderly per- 
son, gently, “a trap always knows just 
the right time to shut up.” 

Another gift with which we shall 
deal is the gift of criticism. The pos- 
sessor of this gift usually believes he 
is greatly endued with the power of 
discernment. It has been found most 
effective in causing pastors to look 


for a new church immediately. Should 
the pastor dress one way, he has gone 
modern. If he dresses too plainly, he 
is taking a “holier than thou” atti- 
tude. He either preaches too long, or 
he doesn’t preach long enough. He 
and his wife are under a continual 
barrage of criticism until they decide 
to leave; they, themselves, begin to 
believe that it is impossible for them 
to do anything right. 

Our next gift is the gift of igno- 
rance. You would think, to hear the 
possessor of this gift talk, that he has 
the gift of wisdom and knowledge 
combined. Usually, the opposite is 
true. I think this gift is highly devel- 
oped in the man who hires the trained 
man to fix his plumbing, radio, and 
car, but believes God’s ministers, who 
carry the most important message 
man ever heard, should remain un- 
trained. 

Some have a tongue, but it is too 
long. This is the gift of gossip. It is 
very useful to the devil in making 
sure the church can never have a re- 
vival. There is always someone to 
listen to the gossip and give it their 
own interpretation. You will usually 
find these people busy lying their way 
out of another lie they have just told. 

In most of the churches you will 
find some dear old brother indued 
with the gift of hindrances. There is 
not one project proposed into the 
machinery of which he does not throw 
a monkey wrench. If the pastor wants 
to have a revival, he says it is not the 
right time. If he proposes to build a 
church, it would be too expensive. In- 
stead of trying to encourage young 
converts, he always knows the most 
discouraging thing to say. Tact is a 
missing word, both in his vocabulary 
and in his practice. 

I shall close by telling a story to 
show the kind of testimony a church 
with all these gifts would have:

of the world,” Rev, 13:8. 

The world was happy to receive the 
prince, but not so with Christ Jesus. 
Only a few actually shared with Mary 
and Joseph His birth. To the contrary, 
the demons of hell filled Herod’s (the 
king of Israel) heart and he laid 
satanic plans to kill Him. When dis- 
appointed in his conniving, he opened 
his heart and mind to the same foul 
spirits that filled Pharaoh’s heart and 
mind, and had all the babies, male 
and female, in the region of Bethle- 
hem slain in his fiendish effort to kill 
Jesus. Elaborate, extensive, and ex- 
pensive preparation was made in an- 
ticipation of the birth of England’s 
recent prince. Contrary to the action 
of King Herod towards Jesus, King 
George VI furnished the palace in 
which he was born. Christ Jesus was 
born in a manger. 

Sir William Gilliatt, famous British 
surgeon and gynecologist, delivered 
the prince, using the most modern 
scientific methods for the care of both 





mother and babe. But, the highly 
favored of God among women of all 
ages, Virgin Mary, was attended by an 
ordinary midwife, or a local physician 
—who knows? It is quite certain, how- 
ever, that there was nothing of medi- 
cal science to deaden the birth pains 
of child labor, without God, the Fath- 
er of Him who was being born, gave to 
her a spiritual opiate. 

The happy expectant princess and 
her royal family had baby clothes of 
great quantity and the grandest of 
finery in readiness for her baby, but 
Mary had just ended a hard trip and 
had not even the first garment with 
which to dress her babe.

It is only possible that the little 
prince of Great Britain will some day 
be crowned king of the British empire, 
but there is no question, nor mere 
probability, that Christ Jesus will be 
crowned King, for that is settled just 
as definitely as it is a fact that He 
was born in Bethlehem—according to 
our calendar—1953 years ago. Isa. 7:14 
predicted His birth; that glorious 
event took place. 

Isa. 9:7 and Rev. 19:16 predict, 
with no degree of uncertainty, His re- 
turn to this earth as King, not only 
of Great Britain but of the whole 
wide, round world. 

It is this great thought that makes 
Christmas the most sacred, delight- 
ful season of this year and any year. 
We know that it is a lovely oasis be- 
tween the two greatest events the 
world shall ever know—Christ Jesus’ 
coming as a babe in Bethlehem and 
His second coming to earth as King of 
kings. 
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Inevitably our minds cast their 
pondering thoughts westward and 
homeward as we approach this year’s 
Christmas season. We remember the 
joy of such an occasion celebrated by 
the whole Nation. A nation of pleasant 
cities, shining lights, and wide streets, 
booming with happy Christmas shop- 
pers.

On November 29, 1948, the High 
School Division of Lee College was ac- 
cepted as a fully accredited member 
of the Southern Association of Col- 
leges and Secondary Schools. The 
Association took this action at its 
forty-third annual meeting, which 
convened at the Hotel Peabody in 
Memphis, Tennessee. Both President 
J. Stewart Brinsfield and I were pres- 
ent for this epochal event in the his- 
tory of this institution. 

In 1943 our high school was accred- 
ited by the Tennessee State Depart- 
ment of Education. Since that time 
our credits have been fully accepted 
in other accredited high schools, and 
also as satisfying requirements for 
college entrance. Many very fine high 
schools throughout the Nation have 
no higher recognition than that of 
their own state department of edu- 
cation.

Surely it is better never 
to have known the will of God, than 
to know and fail to obey. 

Psa. 42:1 “As the hart panteth after 
the water brooks, so panteth my soul 
after thee, O God.” We are told that 
the hart is a very fleet animal and 
was used in days of old to find the 
water springs in the desert. The 
traveler would search for water and 
when he had failed to find it, would 
turn the harts lose and they would 
pant and thirst after water until it 
was found, and then lead their master 
to the water brooks. The Holy Ghost 
will lead the thirsty soul to God, if 
He is permitted to have His way. 

Have you ever been in the sunshine 
for some time, and become so thirsty 
for water that you felt you would al- 
most die of thirst? Perhaps you could 
imagine how wonderful it would be to 
drink from a sparkling cold fountain. 
Spiritually speaking that is the con- 





dition of many souls today. Their ex- 
perience has become so stale and dry 
that they have not had a good bless- 
ing in a long time. The natural body 
must have water to live. The soul must 
have spiritual water if it is to be spir- 
itual and alive. One drink of water is 
not sufficient for the body for a life- 
time, but it must drink daily. So it is 
with the spiritual man; he must drink 
daily of the “water of life.” 

Christians have the privilege of liv- 
ing the abundant life—a life of full- 
ness of victory, fullness of joy, and 
fullness of service. It is a wonderful 
thought to me that God does not save 
us and then leave us to go alone, do- 
ing the best we can within our 
own strength. 

We are told of the weary traveler 
in the desert who becomes so tired 
from his journey that his body is al- 
most overcome with thirst. As he 
wearily travels along, his one thought 
is of reaching water. As he goes along, 
he looks out before him and sees what 
he thinks is a spring of water, but 
upon reaching it, finds it to be only 
an illusion, What a disappointment to 
a thirsty person! Then, as he is al- 
most ready to faint by the wayside, 
he spies an oasis and there finds a 
spring of sparkling, cool, water where 
he may drink to the satisfying of the 
body. Children of God do not have to 
travel along with a thirsty soul; nei- 
ther do we have to suffer from dis- 
appointment when we realize our. 
thirst for God; moreover, we don’t 
have to look for an oasis to find the 
water of life, for our God has pre- 
pared a fountain sending out spir- 
itual waters of life, where we “may 
drink thereof and be glad.” 

Psa, 107:35, “He turneth the wilder- 
ness into a standing water, and dry 
ground into watersprings.” 

John 7:37, “If any man thirst, let 
him come unto me, and drink. He that 
believeth on me, as the scripture hath 
said, out of his belly shall flow rivers 
of living water.”’ Who can measure one 
river, to say nothing of rivers? Oh, 
Glory to God! There is an abundant, 
soul-satisfying portion found in the 
“waters of life.” Hallelujah!

Half of the Central Hotel was secured 
to house students. There seemed to be 
nothing to do but build another dor- 
mitory. This was done, and in addi- 
tion a new modern heating plant was 
erected. When we came to the Gen- 
eral Assembly in 1945, and learned that 
we had to raise almost $300,000 to pay 
for the new improvements, it was such 
a shock we were almost knocked off 
our feet.

Now we are confronted with the 
major problem of all time, that of 
raising one and a half million dollars 
to pay for the Bob Jones property in 
Cleveland.

It 
will take only a small effort on the 
part of every one; only a few dollars 
each, and then seemingly a large 
mountain will be rolled into the sea. 
Some may feel that they are not re- 
sponsible, and try to shift it to others; 
but, after all, we are working as one 
unit. We must work together; we must 
bear one another’s burdens. May we 
go at it enthusiastically and make 
everyone feel good while he is giving, 
so he will feel good when it is over. If 
the ship should go down, we shall all 
go down together with it.

people, which caused them to write 
things they could not comprehend 
themselves. For instance, Moses wrote 
that the life of the flesh is in the 
blood. Lev. 17:11. That was 3,000 years 
before Scientist Harvey proclaimed 
the circulatory theory of the blood. 
If you go to the hospital today, ‘the 
first thing they do is take a sample 
of your blood and examine it to see 
what your trouble is. They have dis- 
covered what Moses wrote, “The life 
of the flesh is in the blood,” and a 
healthy blood stream means a healthy 
body. How did Moses know this? The 
answer is, he was writing under the 
anointing of the Holy Ghost as God’s 
agent. In Acts 17:26, Paul declares 
that God made of one blood all men 
that dwell on the earth. Men have 
instruments now by which they can 
tell the blood of men from the blood 
of birds and animals. But all human 
blood is the same, regardless of na- 
tionality, or race. Paul gives us some- 
thing else to think about in 1 Cor. 
15:41. He tells us that one star differs 
from another star. To me, they all 
look practically alike; but I read that 
astronomers have photographed 300,- 
000,000 at the Mt. Wilson Observatory, 
and no two are alike. Therefore Paul’s 
statement at that time was a super- 

natural revelation. 

Again, reasons outside of the Bible 
demand the existence of a God-given 
revelation. For instance, if it were not 
for the Bible, how would I know there 
is a heaven and a hell? The Bible 
calls upon no outside authority to de- 
fend its authenticity, and, after all, 
the only proof that it presents in de- 
fense of its inspiration are the facts 
that it uncompromisingly states, It 
not only claims to be the revelation 
of God—it proves that it is. It is the 
oldest book in existence. It was written 
by about forty authors, over a period of 
1,600 years. Many of these men never 
saw each other and did not know 
what the other had written. They 
represent different ages and different 
classes of people. Kings, priests, law- 
yers, doctors, and fishermen, as they 
were moved by the Holy Ghost, wrote 
the books that later were gathered 
and now we have in one book, the 
Holy Bible. Men have endeavored by 
every means possible to banish the 
Bible from the face of the earth. They 
have written thousands of volumes 
to disprove it. Many have long since 
been forgotten, and when their au- 


thors, after fighting the Bible a 
lifetime, came down to die, some man 
of God, in many instances, are sum- 
moned to read a portion of the Bible 
over their bodies. Now, as their bodies 
are decaying and going back to Moth- 
er Earth, the Bible lives on, warning 
other infidels of the same fate. Thank 
God for the Bible!
